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Noun's Declensions and Non-Declensions 


A noun, when used in a sentence, must be in one of the three cases; or j/Jy*. This is called Noun 

Declension and it establishes the function of that noun in the sentence. The noun declension is usually 
indicated by the noun ending. While most nouns decline, some do not. And the ones which decline, have 
different signs of declension. Nouns are classified according to their declension or non-declension as follows: 


There is no change in the endings 
of these nouns to indicate their 
function. 


There is a change in the endings of 
these nouns to indicate their function 
in the sentence. 


Declinable nouns are 
divided into three sub- 
types depending upon 
the type of their endings 



The nouns which are non-declinable or 
declinable with secondary or latent endings 
are exceptions and are described in more 
detail in the subsequent pages.
